"LAYING THE STEEL. 
Railroad Buildeis Are Awaking Echoes 


; “In Silent -North. 


Twenty thousand men are ct work 
on the new:railroad grade: of the two 
westernmost provinces. The coast sec- 
tion. of the stranscontinenta) Grand 
Trunk Pacific takes the largest: num- 
ber. of ‘these, on ‘construction work 
west of the!mountains; but the shov- 
els are busy; too, in Alberta, where 
soil that last year produced oats and 
posatoes, orshas been untilled since 
Creation’ Day, is being thrown up in- 
to. near-straight’ lines that are elo- 
quent of promise. 

It is going to be a busy summer in 
the railway camps of central Alberta. 
Some six hundred miles of steel, most- 
ly in. the céntral and northern parts 
of the province are to be laid before 
the snow comes again, but the grad- 
ers will cover. a larger mileage even 
than this. ‘They began early, and a 
lot. of virgin: soil will be shifted dur- 
ing-the coming season. The net result 
of their labor will be seen in long, 
flat-topped ‘mounds, , crossing farms 
and one-time: Indian roving grounds 


Now is the time, between the first 
projecting of the roads and the actual 
running of the trains, that the human 
interest. of ‘western railroading best 
shows itself..°Many prairie towns are 
familiar with the outfitting and, de- 
parture‘of construction crews that hit 
the trail in this direction and that. 
These interesting cavalcades are made 
up of men, ‘beasts and implements 
that alike are built for hard wear 
and long endurance, They do not fit 
so well into:the aspect of city streets, 
but when: they get into the open and 
swing their‘crooked way along the 
trails to the site of their first camp, 
or when they move from.one camp to 
another, they seem very rightly and 
appropriately to be part and. parcel of 
the country. ‘In the evolution of the 
tailroad they are the clumsy ~ut ne- 
cessary forerunners of the gay steam 
4rains, and fast expresses. 

A’ construction camp is, in .its: out- 
ward look, something like a county 
fair and'a circus combined. Its can- 
vas tents. shows up strongly against 
the greens alid blacks around them, 
and the general hit-and miss plan of 
their layout’is rather pleasing. There 
is nothing stiff about them, nothing 
conventional, yet always enough of 
method to ensure quick service and 
reasonable’ comfort. The railway 
camps:in central: Alberta are better 
than many; {They are rough, to be 
sure, but the character of the country 
makes it possible to introduce. far 
more of the ‘picnic feature into the 
camp life along the grade than can 
be done either on the plains or in the 
mountains. ‘The. graders, who this 
summer will be working south toward 
Calgary, or north’ into the Peace: Riv- 
er country, will’have.a. glorious, out- 
door life to live;'and their nights will 
be full of: good’ air and sound sleep.

Since the old mansion. was built in 
1812 it has been practically the home 
of the Robinson family, the first mem- 
ber of which to settle in Canada was 
Christopher.

Beverley House was 
the home of his son, John Beverley 
Robinson, who became cliief. justice 
and a baronet. He had three sons, 
Sir Lukin: Robinson,: bart., Sir John

Robinson. The second son was mayor 
of Toronto, was elected to Parliament 
in 1858, and was president of the Mac- 
donald-Cartier administration in 1862, 
The tMfird son occupied the homestead 
at the time, of his death, and until a 
over a year ago the property was in 
the possession of his widow. From 
1839 to 1840, Beverley House was the 
residence of ‘Poulett Thompson, Lord 
Sydenham, governor of Upper Canada.

A NEW FOREST RESERVE IN AL- 
BERTR 


Oke of the principal items in — the 
new amendment to the Forest Reser- 
ives and Parks Act passed on June 6th 
1913, was the creation of the Lesser- 
Slave Lake Forest Reserve, having 
an area: of five thousand and twenty? 
three square miles. This Reserve lies 
{about one hundred miles north-west 
of Edmonton and has. a general eley- 
lation of from three to four thousand 
feet above the sea levei covering a 
mountainous tract south of | Leeser 
Slave Lake which forms the water-- 
shed of the tributaries of the Peace 
and Athabasca Rivers. 

The purpose of these reservations is 
not to retard, but to further the pro- 
per developmeat of the country. The 
reports of these eurveys show clearly 
that the land:within the Reseeve and 
the proposed addition, is non-agricul- 
tural. But. oltside these areas on the 
‘lower reaches of the Athabasca, Lit 
tle Smoky and Lesser Slave Rivers 
and on the shores of Lesser Slave 
Lake, which are not reserved, are con 
siderable areas of agricultural land. 
[In a few years the praisie lands north 
west towards the Peace will also he 
filled with immigrants so that ia 
time, the enlarged Lesser Slave Lake 
Reserve will be aimost entirely  sur-- 
rounded. with farming communities, 
‘This Reserve’’, says Mr. Cameron, 
‘will, therefore, be the natural sour- 
ce of timber supply for these comma- 
nities, ard indeed, practically the 
only source of supply available.”
